Driver  Cleared 
In  South  Utah 
Truck  Tragedy 

Preliminary  investigation  into 
the  June  10  truck  accident  which 
claimed  the  lives  of  Dr.  Merlin  J. 
Shaw,  Dr.  Harvey  D.  Taylor  and 
11  others  cleared  the  driver  of 
the  truck,  Ernest  Stephens  Ahl- 
born,  BYU  student  according  to 
Lt.  Paul  Christison  Richfield, 
Utah  Highway  Patrol. 

INVESTIGATING  the  accident 
were  Sgt.  Julian  Fox.  Kanab, 
Utah  Highway  Patrol;  LeNard 
Johnson,  Orderville,  Kane  Coun- 
ty Sheriff  and  Harry  Lundin,  St. 
George  a mechanic. 

The  trio  reported  that  there 
was  no  fluid  in  the  master  brake 
cylinder  of  the  truck  but  that  all 
other  mechanical  features  ap- 
peared to  be  functioning. 

The  investigators,  however,  did 
find  other  evidences  that  the 
truck  owned  by  Scotowa  Inc.,  had 
not  been  properly  maintained.

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Strike  Now-Pay  Later 


And  so  strikes  continue  as  a some  $100 
million  state-wide  construction  program  is  at 
a stand  still  in  Utah.  The  BYU  campus  is  not 
being  let  off  easy  either.  Our  multi-million 
dollar  construction  program  on  the  new  “Y” 
Center  and  Fine  Arts  Bldg,  has  very  notice- 
ably ceased. 

Why  is  it  that  the  only  way  unions  and 
management  can  make  negotiations  is 
through  strike,  strike,  strike?  These  strikes 
have  a far-reaching  effect  on  many^  people. 
There  must  be  a great  many  people  here  on 
campus  who  have  looked  forward  to  attend- 
ing their  final  year  of  school  at  BYU  with 
the  added  facilities  which  these  two  build- 
ings will  furnish.  Are  they  going  to  be  cheat- 
ed out  of  that  opportunity  because  the  only 
way,  contract  negotiations  could  be  solved 
was  through  a strike  ? 

NOW  IT  WOULDN’T  be  so  bad  if  when  a 
union  went  on  strike  they  were  the  only  ones 
affected,  but  for  some  reason  all  other  unions 
honor  that  union’s  picket  line.  This  seems  al- 
most pointless.  Unions  were  organized  for  a 
worthwhile  purpose  and  have  brought  many 
good  reforms  to  the  laborers.  However,  any- 
thing can  become  too  much  of  a good  thing. 
And  this  seems  to  be  the  point  that  unions 
have  reached. 

Since  the  iron  workers  called  a strike 
on  June  19,  wages  have  been  lost  while  200 
or  more  men  sat  idle  from  the  BYU  construc- 
tion projects  alone. 

That  strike  lasted  only  three  days  and 
after  being  settled  the  laborers  returned  to 
work.  After  one  day  of  work  everyone  sat 
down  to  rest  while  the  Laborers  Union  went 
on  strike.  It  seems  that  a little  good  common 
sense  might  add  a great  deal  to  the  situation. 


By  honoring  other  unions’  picket  lines,  union 
funds  are  in  some  instances  depleted  because 
each  union  doles  out  a sustenance  to  its 
members  who  are  refraining  from  work  in 
order  to  honor  another’s  picket  line. 

WHEN  UNIONS  WORK  together  like  this 
they  are  gaining  a monopoly  of  the  same  sort 
that  businesses  or  employers  are  penalized 
for  under  the  Sherman  Anti-trust  Act. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  work  could  cease 
all  summer  as  one  union  after  another  calls 
a strike  and  all  crafts  honor  each  union’s 
picket  lines. 

Right  now  some  15  or  more  crafts  such 
as  electricians,  plumbers,  pipe  fitters,  car- 
penters, plasterers,  etc.  are  remaining  idle 
while  the  Laborers  union  negotiates  with  em- 
ployers. 

FOR  EVERY  DAY  this  strike  continues, 
there  is  the  possibility  of  the  contractors  get- 
ting one  day  behind  their  work  schedule  on 
Fine  Arts  Bldg,  and  the  “Y”  Center.  It  may 
be  that  this  time  can  be  made  up  through 
much  overtime  work ; but  even  after  a strike 
is  settled  it  may  take  from  a week  to  ten 
days  to  get  a full  crew  of  men  back  on  the 
job. 

There  ought  to  be  some  way  of  settling 
these  disputes  without  resorting  to  strikes. 
It  seems  that  a compromise  always  is  reach- 
ed in  the  end.  Why  don’t  unions  put  their 
demands  lower  and  management  be  more  ag- 
reeable about  meeting  some  of  the  demands? 

This  may  be  a very  idealistic  view- 
point, but  as  long  as  we  are  intelligent 
human  beings  with  the  capacity  to  com- 
municate with  each  other,  we  ought  to 
be  able  to  solve  problems  without  sulk- 
ing, picking  up  our  toys  and  walking  out.

We  live  in  an  age  when  social 
legislation  is  at  a peak  and  no 
person  or  group  is  refused  gov- 
ernment aid.  It  is  surprising, 
then,  that  one  of  our  best-known 
working  groups  has  been  over- 
looked.

We  wondered  how  Santa  fi- 
nanced his  operations,  so  he  ex- 
plained. 

“I  work  at  soft  drink  advertis- 
ing and  promotion  during  the 
Christmas  Season.  Sometimes,  I 
work  as  an  aerodynamics  consul- 
tant, but  even  at  that,  I have  to 
work  in  the  red.” 

THE  EASTER  Bunny  explained 
his  particular  problems  to  our  re- 
)orter. 
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“During  the  off  season  there’s 
just  no  market  for  striped  eggs. 
Surpluses  and  subsidies  being 
what  they  are,  I could  make  a 
mint  by  not  producing  eggs,  but 
with  a job  like  mine,  how  could 
I quit?” 

CONGRESSIONAL  action  in 
behalf  of  this  minority  group 
calls  for  drastic  measures.  Pos- 
sibly a children’s  picket  line  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  White 
House  could  be  very  effective. 
The  picketing  group  could  ap- 
point a repre^ntative,  preferably 
one  close  to  the  president,  to  lob- 
by Congress. 

If  all  else  fails,  Santa  and  the 
Easter  Bunny  might  quarantine 
Capitol  Hill,  thus  ensuing  quick 
action.

Suggestions

This  is  boating  and  water 
sports  time  in  Utah.  President 
Kennedy  has  designated  this  time 
of  the  month  as  National  Safe 
Boating  Week. 

All  of  Utah’s  foremost  water 
areas  will  be  packed  to  overflow- 
ing during  this  holiday  weekend 
and  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  season. 

SEVERAL  SAFETY  precau- 
tions can  be  taken  before  any- 
one launches  a boat.  Check  all 
equipment  and  emergency  de- 
vices. Be  sure  there  are  enough 
life  preservers  for  all  passengers. 
Be  sure  all  know  the  proper 
method  of  getting  aboard.  Be 
sure  your  boat  is  properly  load- 
ed and  balanced. 

Once  on  the  water  be  sure  and 
observe  all  Utah’s  boating  regul- 
ations. Boat  speed  should  not  ex- 
ceed 5mph  while  within  150  feet 
of  the  dock  area,  other  boats, 
water  skiers,  swimmers,  and 
shore. 

AN  EXTRA  precaution:  Don’t 
ride  on  the  gunwale  or  bow  of  the 
boat.  Should  a person  riding  on 
the  bow  be  thrown  off  even  while 
wearing  a life  jacket  he  is  in  a 
dangerous  position  and  may  be 
pulled  into  the  prop.
